From the Leiden Gazette, dated July 5. 
Rome, June 16. 
Everal Expreffes arriv’d here this Week from. 
the Cardinal Legare of Ferrara,with Advice 
. that the French Troops which were entred 
into that Province, grow daily more difor- 
derly, have pillag’d feveral Villages, {poil’d’ 
the Corn in divers places, and taken away great 
Quantities of Corn the Stocks of private Perfons = 
‘And that fome Frigates commanded by Monfieur du 
Quefne had attempted, but without Succefs,to make. 
a Defcent to burn Mezola, where the Imperialifts 
have their grand Magazine. Hereupon, the Pope fent. 
for the Cardinal de Fourbin again, and declar’d to 
him, that if the Troops of the King his Mafter did 
not retire without delay out of that Province, he. 
fhould be oblig’d to take fuch Meafures as would 
not be very pleafing to him. He has likewife writ/ 
ten about it to the King himfelf in very fharp Terms.. 
And norwithftariding the Cardinal prefented Letters 
to his Holinefs from the Duke de Vendome,in which 
he excufes his entririg into rhe Ferrateze, and 
mifes to pay for, all the Spoil committed by his 
Troops, yet the Pope has order’d 10 Companies of 
Infantry that ate’ in Ramagnia and a Troop of Dra- 
goons now in Parma, to march to Ferrara, in order 
to joyn his Forces already there, and have an Eye 
tothe French. Count Lamberg, the Imperial Am- 
baffador, has réceiv’d Advice by an Exprefs, that the 
King of Portugal is entred into the Grand Alliance 
againft France and Spain; which has extreamly 
= the Partifans of thofe 2 Crowns at this 
ourt. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated July 9. 

Trent, June 19. The reft of the 3 Regiments of 
Heydukes pafs’d through this City laft Week on their 
Way to the Imperial Army. This Week came hi- 
ther 208 Horfes for the. Regiment of Corbelli ; 355 
for the Regiment of Neubourg ; ‘as many for that of 
Lorrain ; ‘214 for that of Vaudemont ; 250 for the 
Regiment of Darmftad ; ‘and 220 for that of Vil 
conti. Tomorrow we expect the Recruits for the 
Regiment of Nigrelli, and others, to a confiderable 
Number. 

Venice, June 12. The Duke de Vendome’s Enter- 
prize againft Oftiglia having mifcarried,he is return’d 
with his Army to Zelo, Caftagnaro, and other neigh- 
bouring Places ; waiting till the Water that over- 
flow’d his Camp ‘is gone, and the Rivers, which 
are now very full, are fallen. General Staremberg 
has fent 12 Pieces of Cannon to Ponte Molino, under 
a Convoy of 100 Grenadiers ; And on the 16th he 


caus'd a Placard to be affix’d in Final di Modena, 


enjoyning the Inhabitants of that Place to difcover 
all the Provifions and Effects that were left there by 
the French,when Monfieur d’Albergotti was defeated 
on the rith inftant, and fled with the remains of his 
Body of Troops, being putfued by Lieutenant Col- 
lonel_d’Erbeville with fome Horfe, towards Buon 
Porto. The Garrifou of Betfello has lately made 
fome fuccefsful Sallies, and kill’d feyeral Soldiers of 


the advanc’d Guards of the Spaniards,who keep that 
Place clofely block’d up. The French Frigats that 
lay at the Mouth of the Po, are fail’d over to the 
Coaft of Iftria. 

Venice, June 23. On the 16th the Imperial Am- 
baffador went to the College, to which he prefented 
a Relation he had receiv’d from General Staremberg 
of the retreat of the Duke de Vendome from before 
Oftiglia, and of the Defeat of the Body of French, 
commanded by the Count d’Albergorri, near Miran- 
dola. On the 19th that Ambaffador notified ro the 
College, the League Offenfive and Defenfive con- 
cluded between the King of Portugal and the Confe- 
derates in- the War againft France and Spain. The 
Marquefs Davia, who came hither from Vienna, is 
gone with General Thaun to the Imperial Army. 
The Duke de Vendome having drawn off from be- 
fore Oftiglia, order’d fome Troops to march towards 
Legnago, to cut off General Vaubonne who was at 
Uffolingo with 4000 Germans; but he having Intelli- 
gence of their March, retir’d to Rivoli, where he has 
receiv'd fome Artillery, and is reinforc'd daily wich 
Troops that come from Germany. The French have 
pillag’d and f{poil’d all the Country from Legnago 

ta Verona, have kill'd Pegfants, Women and 

Churches, Priefts , 
and committed unheard of Outrages. Which the 
Duke de Vendome coming to underftand, has taken 
care to punifh feverely and exemplarily thofe thar 
have been found guilty of thefe Sacrileges; Fir 
their Hands were cut off, then they were hang’d,and 
afterwards burnt. Provifions are very Scarce and 
Dear in the French Camp. 1500 Horfe and 800 
Croats are coming from Friuli to the Imperial Army. 
’Tis faid the Germans found in Final 2000 Sacks of 
Oats and Wheat ; and that the Troops commanded 
by General Albergotti, is almoft ruin’d by Defertion, 
his Men running away in Companies of 60 ata time 
under the Walls of Bologna. The Imperialifts car- 
ried 500 Prifoners into Mirandola, among them 52 
Officers ; The Son of Collonel Bofelli is wounded 
mortally, as are alfo the Nephew of Monfieur d’Al- 
bergotti, 2 Collonels, and 4 Lieutenant Collonels. 

Revere, June 19. In the Action that pafs’d near 
‘Mirandola, the French both Horfe and Foor made 
at firft a vigorous Difcharge, but the young Prince 
de Vaudemont charg’d them with his Cavalry Sword 
in Hand, with that Fury, that he immediately broke 
the French Horfe ; the Regiment Dauphin making 
the moft refiftance,was entirely cut off, within a very 
{mall number. The reft of their Horfe and Foot was 
put to the Rout ; our Commanders would not fuffer 
our Troops to divide themfelves to purfue them, but 
detach’d fome Parties of Horfe after thofe that took 
to the Enclofures,and endeavour’d to hide themfelves 
in the Corn and in the Ditches. Some of our Parties 
advanc’d to Final di Modena, in which fome French 
were pofted, who abandon’d that Poft, and we have 
taken it again into our Poffeflion. ’Tis believ’d Ge- 
neral Albérgottiis retir’d to Modena. In this Action 
the French loft 1200 kill’d on the Spot, befides rhe 
Prifoners taken’ by our Infantry, for our Horfe would 
not trouble themfelves with Prifoners fince the Court 


~ of France has fufpended the Cartel. 
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From the Frontiers of Switzerland,June 26.We have 
receiv'd from Italy and France the following Advices. 

From the Camp atSanBenedetto, June 1 5. Lhe Troops 
commanded by the Duke de Vendome had like to 
have perith’'d by the Water beforeOftiglia,and would 
have hardly been able to fave themi{elves had the 
Enemy tarried till they were allencamp’d. The 
Imperialitts drew up but half their Sluyces for fear 
of drowning their own Forces lying about Oftiglia. 
The Brigade of Piemont fuffer'd very much, anda 
great deal of Baggage and fome Artillery was left be- 
hind. The Count d’Eftain, who was left with 12 
Squadrons at Sanguineto, gave notice on the 9th to 
the Duke de Vendome, that General Vaubonne had 
pafs’d the Adige and was advanc’d to Villa Franca 
with 2000 Men, Horfe and Foot, going to meet 3000 
Heydukes and 600 Horfe ; whereupon the Duke de 
Vendome fent him the Regiments of Eftrade and 
Monroi, with order to march immediately and ate 
tack that General, taking with him 7 Squadrons 
more commanded by the Count d’Eftrade. The Count 
d’Eftain had hardly begun his March, when 200 
Huffars attack’d one of his Guards of 20 Horfe and 
put them into diforder; but the Piquet coming up, 
repuls'd the Huffars, killing 30 and taking 8 Pri- 
foners. We loft a Cornet and 7 Troopers. Since 
which General Vaubonne is gone to joyn Count Sta- 
remberg ; the Count d’Eftain not having been able 
to come up with him. The Grand Prior, Brother of 
the Duke de Vendome arriv’d here 2 days ago: By 
whom we learn that Monfieur d’Albergotti advanc'd 
towards Mirandola, to make a Diverfion while the 
Duke de Vendome attack’d Oftiglia: The old Prince 
de Vaudemonr, not being able to pafs the Secchia by 
reafon of the Swelling of the River, fent Monfieur 
de Murce with a Detachment of 800 Horfe and as 
many Fodr to joyn Monfieur d’Albergotti, which he 
did. But our drawing off from Oftiglia having alfo 
oblig’d Monfieur d’Albergotti to retire, he order’d 
Monfieur de Murce to return with his Detachment 
to the Prince de Vaudemont. Of this the Enemy 
being advertis’d, attack’d Monfieur d Albergotti with 
5000 Men and fome Cannon ; and when the firft 
Line was paffing into the Intervals of the fecond, in 
order to draw off, the Enemy fell upon his Left 
and broke it ; but the Right charging the Enemy at 
the fame time,tho’ without being able to break them 
or make them give ground, and then retiring, the 
Enemy washindred from getting fo muchAdvantage 
as they would otherwife have done by the diforder 
into which they put our Left. Monfieur de Murce 
was likewife attack’d in his March, but he defended 
himfelf rill he reach’d Baftia, from whence he came 
hither unmolefted, having loft about 60 Horfe, 50 
Grenadiers, 3 Foor Soldiers, and 15 or 17 Officers. 
Monfieur d’Albergotti who withdrew towards Final, 
loft 150 Men ; Monfieur de Murce was flightly 
wounded in the Foot, and ‘tis reported Monfieur 
d’Efpinfchal was kill’d. °’Tis faid we have aban- 
don’d Final di Modena. 

Alets, June 11. Yefterday the Governour of St. 
Hippolite brought hither Prifoner the Sieur de Sargas, 
a famous Camifard; and, tho’ it was Sunday, Men 
were fer to work to wall up the Windows of the 
Prifon in which he is confin’d, leaving only a little 
vacancy fur the Air to pafs through. 

Nifmes, June 19. Gn the 15th at Night the Cami- 
fards burnt 2 Churches of this Diocefs near Som- 
micres ; tho’ ’tis rather fufpected it was done by the 
Peafants of the fame Villages. On the 17th one of 
the chief of the Malecontents was taken, being dif- 
cover'd by a Perfon who formerly ferv’d the Count 
de Broglio. The fame day, a Detachment of the 
Regiment of Bourbon bronght hither 12 Camifards, 
and as many were brought hither yefterday. 25 of 
thofe wretched People have been fince? fent to the 
Galleys. The Marfhal de Montrevel arriv’d here 


yefterday from Sr. Efprit. Advice was fent him from 
Court that there was a Defigti co furprize thar City 
and ,tis found there was fuch a Defign, but the Mar. 
fhal has given orders for the Security of that Place. 
Laft Night he receiv’d a Letter from Alets, acquaint. 
ing him with the taking of 9 Camifards,among which 
were 2 Gentlemen of che Sevennes,one of which had 
fome time ago eat at the Marfhal’s Table. To day 
the Chevalier de St. Remi, condemn’d to be broken 
alive on the Wheel, was executed ;_ he fuffer’d very 


couragioufly, as he underwent the Torture when he . 


was tried with great Conftancy, protefting all alorg 
that he was Innocent. He confefs’d himfelf to 3 
Prieft, and made a Chriftian end. 


London, July 5. Sir Philip Meadows Junior is ap- 
pointed to be Her Majefty’s Envoy at the Hague, in 
the room of Mr. Stanhope, who is made a Com- 
mitfioner of the Cuftoms.
